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Devils in the Hearts of Men 


Luke 8:4, 11, 12, “And when much 
people were gathered together, and 
were come to him out of every city, he 
spake by parables: A sower went out 
to sow his seed: and as he sowed, some 
fell by the way side; and it was 
trodden down, and the fowls of the air 
devoured it. Now the parable is this: 
The seed is the Word of God. Those by 
the way side are they that hear; then 
cometh the devil, and taketh away 
the word OUT of their hearts, LEST 
they should believe and be saved.” 

You must believe this. This is the 
Word of God on the subject. The field 
is that of demon activity. 

Devils in the hearts of men—oh 
what a place for devils to live! Be- 
ware! give no place to the devil. He 
(the devil) will pay high rent to all who 
will rent out to him. If he can rent 
your house, he will move in and take 
over. He will set up housekeeping in 
your heart. He will breed a serpent’s 
nest in your life, take complete con- 
trol, and bring you disorder and con- 
fusion, but that is not all. 

Jesus said the thief cometh not but 
for to steal and to kill and to destroy. 
There you have it. You see his whole 
aim is your destruction. If he can 
move into the heart of a man, he will 
make his mind his workshop, his heart 
his headquarters, and his body his 
convention hall. The devil will surely 
hang out his notice and sign in 
cursed display—“Here Lives Mr. Dirty 
Devil.” 

THE WORD OF GOD STOLEN 

Now let us comment on the Scrip- 
ture. Luke 8 says a sower went out to 
sow his seed, and as he sowed some 
fell by the wayside, and it was trod- 
den down and the fowls of the air de- 
voured it. Now the parable is this; the 
seed is the Word of God. Those by the 
wayside are they that hear. Then 
cometh the devil and taketh away the 
Word out of their hearts lest they 
should believe and be saved. Here we 
have it made plain that the hearts of 
men are Satan’s field of activity, and 
Jesus said that he, the devil, was a 
thief. Yes, he is master thief. He com- 
eth not but for to steal and in this 
lesson we see him stealing away the 
precious Word of God. 

Could it be that you have heard the 
precious Word of God and yet you are 
not saved? The devil, having come all 
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the way into your heart, stole away the 
Word of God that might have saved 
you; but, alas, you are yet unsaved, 
and think again, right there in the 
place where the Word was preached to 
you! There the sly old devil stole 
away the Word of God right out of 
your heart. I know men who go to 
church, give their dollars, would fight 
for the Church of God, attend regular- 
ly, and yet year in and year out the 
Word they hear is stolen away by the 
devil. Is it not high time to awake to 
resist the devil and give no place for 
him? Yes, your heart is the field of 
demoniac action. I know that heathen 
lands are demoniac fields, holding the 
people in chains of sin and supersti- 
tion. That is only too true. There he 
holds sway and brings his subjects to 
his shrines to worship him, but think 
it not strange that right here in our 
own land the devil has his field of 
activity; he is the god of this world 
(2 Cor. 4:4), prince of the air (Eph. 
2:2), liar, thief, murderer, serpent; 
and that he should do worse here in 
our land than in heathen lands; that 
he should steal out of your heart the 
Word of God that can save you. 
Please contrast it: devil in heathen 
lands, in heathen devil worship, with 
devil in the hearts of men. 

The devil is not the _ split-hoof, 
pitchfork fellow you see in pictures. 
He is the streamlined, white-collared 
devil, who is chairman of our modern 
social setup, stealing out of the hearts 
of men the Holy Word of God lest 
they should be saved. The devil does 
not want men saved, saved from sin. 
He, the hellbound devil, wants his 
world to go to hell, too. The Word of 
God is all essential to your salvation. 
The seed, the Word of God, sown in 
our hearts, if not stolen away, will 
germinate into life, eternal life, and 
give us new birth and naturalize us 
for heaven. The devil does not care to 
steal out of our hearts wicked seed; 
no, that is his sowing. No wonder the 
prophet Jeremiah said the heart is de- 
ceitful above all things, and des- 
perately wicked. Who can know it? 
(17:9). 

OUT OF OUR HEARTS 

We live out of our hearts. Matt. 15: 

19. Out of our hearts proceed the is- 


sues of life. We are what we are in 
heart. Either Christ is in the heart or 
the devil is in the heart. Your heart 
can not be vacant. It just must be oc- 
cupied. Should you, by self-reforma- 
tion, serve notice on Satan to vacate, 
and think you can keep the devil out, 
please read THE WORTHLESSNESS 
OF SELF-REFORMATION, Matt. 12: 
43-45, “When the unclean spirit is 
gone out of a man, he walketh 
through dry places, seeking rest, and 
findeth none, Then he saith, I will re- 
turn into my house from whence I 
came out; and when he is come, he 
findeth it EMPTY, swept, and gar- 
nished. Then goeth he, and taketh 
with himself seven other spirits more 
wicked than himself, and they enter 
in and DWELL there: and the last 
state of that man is worse than the 
first. Even so shall it be also unto this 
wicked generation.” 

You see from this scripture that the 
last state here is worse than the first. 
It is bad enough to be a sinner by 
Adam’s birth, but it is all the worse to 
be self-reformed—devil-reformed. The 
devil does not care so long as he sees 
your heart is empty, as long as Jesus 
Christ is not in your heart. He, accord- 
ing to this scripture, found this heart 
empty, so he called for seven devils 
more wicked than himself, and entered 
again, and the last state was worse 
than the first. Has it not been just 
that way with many? worse than be- 
fore? I had a brother-in-law who 
served a term for stealing, which was 
bad enough; but after he came out of 
the pen, he was worse. It ended in a 
divorce suit, loss of business, and 
sevenfold more demon-possession! 
The devil is the god of this world, 
prince of the power of the air, ruler of 
darkness, antichrist that he is. His 
field is the whole world. But a devil 
disembodied is a restless devil. If he 
can embody in man, he then sets out 
to make him as proud as a peacock 
and as mean as the devil himself. 


THE DEVIL AND HIS WORKS 
After the devil entered Judas Is- 
cariot, Simon’s son, he _ betrayed 
Christ, and the devil drove him to 
suicide. Matt. 27:5. Again, when the 
devil was cast out of a man by Jesus, 
they, for they were many, went into 
the swine and drowned the whole herd

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FEDERAL COUNCIL ELECTS NEW PRESIDENT 


Mr. Charles Taft, son of the former president of the 
United States, was elected president of the Federal Coun- 
cil of Churches of Christ in America during the biennial 
session of the Council in Seattle, Washington, December 9, 
1946. He is the first layman ever to serve as president. Mr. 
Taft, 49, Episcopalian, is a brother of Mr. Robert A. Taft, 
a leading Republican in the United States Senate. 


In an interview with reporters after his election, Mr. 
Taft made the following statement concerning the his- 
toric evangelical position: 

“The evangelicals of the revival a hundred or more years 
ago, emphasized the personal depravity of each man and 
the absence of any ‘particle of inherent righteousness’ in 
the miserable sinner. Only conversion of a kind, that is 
fixed at an identifiable moment—the vicarious atonement 
of Jesus and the justification that comes completely dis- 
associated with anything else the sinner does—could save 
any of us, 

“They had little appreciation of liturgical beauty. The 
belief in the verbal inspiration of the Bible made a pretty 
complete whole, all of which still can be found now in the 
new churches at which we are accustomed to look a little 
down our noses. The membership of the Church of God, 
or of the Nazarene, certainly shows the effectiveness of the 
old-time religion. EVEN THOUGH WE MAY BE CON- 
VINCED, IT IS NOT A SOLUTION, AT LEAST IN THOSE 
TERMS, TO OUR MODERN PROBLEM.” (Emphasis ours.) 

If anyone had hoped that Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam’s 
successor would be a champion of the evangelical faith, 
he is certainly disappointed. We wonder what the 27,000,000 
Americans who belong to churches, for which the Federal 
Council of Churches of Christ in America undertakes to 
speak, are going to do about such statements from their 
leaders——Good News Broadcaster.

“NATIONAL PROHIBITION ON WAY BACK” 


Morris 

LOUISVILLE, Ky.—Sam Morris, in a nation-wide broad- 
cast, recently prophesied a turn to prohibition of beverage 
alcohol. 

“Massachusetts has sixty-five towns and townships with 
populations ranging from 40,000 down, that prohibit the 
sale of all beer, wine, and whiskey,” said Mr, Morris. “New 
Hampshire has about 100 such towns and townships; Ver- 
mont has 120; Maine, over 300; Wisconsin, 350; Ohio, 450; 
Pennsylvania, 650; and the State of Illinois over 1,000, with 
nearly 2 million people living in them. 

“The State of Virginia has several counties that are dry. 
Louisiana has sixteen dry parishes; Minnesota, twenty dry 
counties; the drys have won thirty-two of the last thirty- 
seven county-wide liquor elections in Arkansas; Georgia 
has sixty-seven counties that are dry; Alabama has forty- 
seven dry counties and only twenty that permit the legal 
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sale of beverage alcohol; Mississippi has fifty-three of her 
eighty-two counties that permit the sale of all beer, wine, 
or whiskey; and the State of Kentucky, known around the 
world for its famous brands of liquor, has ninety-two whol- 
ly dry counties, fourteen others that are partially dry, and 
only fourteen remain that are wholly wet. The State of 
Texas has 139 dry counties, and a recent newspaper survey 
revealed that 53 per cent of the people twenty-one years old 
or above would vote for state-wide prohibition if faced 
with the opportunity. 


“The latest Gallup poll shows thirty-three per cent of 
the American voters across the nation as a whole, favor- 
ing national prohibition.”

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Beware of the Enemy 
By Mrs. Estelle Robertson 


Text: Eph. 6:12, “For we wrestle not 
against flesh and blood, but against 
principalities, against powers, against 
the rulers of the darkness of this 
world, against spiritual wickedness in 
high places.” 

To be a good soldier we must en- 
counter the enemy and conquer him. 
To do this we must have on the whole 
armor of God. Our text says, “we 
wrestle not against flesh and blood,” 
so the natural armor won’t do, but we 
are fighting against principalities, 
powers (demon powers), rulers of the 
darkness of this world, and spiritual 
wickedness, so we must have a spir- 
itual armor. 

Eph, 6:13-17, “Wherefore take unto 
you the whole armour of God, that ye 
may be able to withstand in the evil 
day, and having done all, to stand. 
Stand therefore, having your loins girt 
about with truth, and having on the 
breastplate of righteousness; and your 
feet shod with the preparation of the 
gospel of peace; above all, taking the 
shield of faith, wherewith ye shall be 
able to quench all the fiery darts of 
the wicked. And take the helmet of 
salvation, and the sword of the Spirit, 
which is the word of God.” 

Notice, we must have the whole 
armor, which includes the new birth, 
sanctification, and the infilling of the 
Holy Ghost. No wonder the enemy 
overcomes so many, they are trying to 
fight without all of the armor. We see 
some trying to fight without the shield, 
which Paul tells usin Eph. 6:16 is 
above all. Without the shield of faith 
we can’t quench all the fiery darts of 
the wicked. Some say, “I just don’t 
have the faith.” You just don’t have 
the whole armor of God. You are lack- 
ing the shield of faith, which is above 
all. Without faith it is impossible to 
please God. It is the enemy that keeps 
God’s children from trusting Him, No 
wonder when the battle gets hard so 
many fall under the hand of the en- 
emy, there is no faith to protect them 
from these sharp arrows. If there was 
ever a time when we need to have the 
whole armor, watch for the enemy, 
and be an overcomer, it is today. 

There are different ways the enemy 
may attack. One way is by snipping 
face to face, and sometimes he jumps 
on us so unexpectedly. My cousin told 
of how a sniper attacked him, and 
after shooting up all his ammunition, 
begged for mercy, said he had a wife 
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and a number of children that needed 
him. My cousin replied, “You should 
have been thinking of that sooner.” 
But the devil never shocts the last of 
his ammunition, he always has plenty. 
The only way for us to conquer the 
devil is to have on the whole armor 
and fight until he is defeated. When 
the enemy comes suddenly against us 
unexpectedly, we should always be 
prepared to use the Sword of the Spir- 
it, which is the Word of God. The 
Word says, “A soft answer turneth 
away wrath.” Beware of the enemy, he 
is always on your trail. 

The enemy also attacks us as a spy, 
and comes to us in sheep’s clothing 
but inwardly is a ravening wolf. He 
comes to us in little no-harm sins, all 
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smiling, cunning, and deceitful, pre- 
tending to do the right thing. This is 
the way the most damage is done to 
the Christian soul. You will hear 
someone say, “Oh, there is no harm in 
this or that.” We should be very care- 
ful about the kind of literature we 
read, our amusements, Our manner 
of dress, and the sincerity of teach- 
ing our children in the right way. 
These are some of the ways Satan 
takes advantage in the little no-harm 
sins. The ones who overcome the 
enemy will be the winners in this bat- 
tle. We can win a home in heaven, “He 
that overcometh shall inherit all 
things; and I will be his God, and he 
shall be my son,” Rev. 21:7. 


May God help us to beware of the 
enemy and be made overcomers in 
our Lord.

FEDERAL AWD TO EDUCATION 


April 25, 1947 
United States Senate 
Sub-Committee on Education 
Washington, 25, D. C. 
Re: Federal Aid to Education 


Honorable Sirs: 

My name is Fredrick Curtis Fowler. 
I am pastor of the Knoxville Presby- 
terian Church in Pittsburgh, Pennsyl- 
vania, and happen to be, at present, 
the moderator of Pittsburgh Presby- 
tery. I am here to report the unani- 
mous opinion of the National Associa- 
tion of Evangelicals which was assem- 
bled in convention at Omaha, Nebras- 
ka, this past week. Its Board of Ad- 
ministration unanimously asked me 
to come before you in order to repre- 
sent the Association in its opposition 
to the passage of Senate Bills S. 472 
and S, 199 in their present form. I am 
chairman of the Association’s Com- 
mittee on Christian Liberty. 


The National Association of Evan- 
gelicals is composed of approximately 
thirty denominations, in addition to 
many individual church memberships 
from still other denominations, and 
many individual memberships, repre- 
senting thousands. Our membership is 
approximately one and one-half mil- 
lion members, with a constituency of 
approximately three million persons. 

Our objection to both bills in their 
present form lies in the fact that they 
open the way for the use of public 
monies for non-public schools. In S. 
199 we oppose Title II and all that 
pertains to it. Title II, Sec. 201 and 
Sec. 202 should be stricken from the 
bill. We oppose S. 472 in its present 
form because of the provision in Sec. 
6 (B) which enables a state that uses 
state funds to assist non-public 
schools to receive federal funds in a 
proportionate amount as provided by 
this bill. We suggest that the present 
Sec. 6 (B) be stricken out and that 
the following terse statement be sub- 
stituted: 

(B) “This act shall not be con- 
strued to provide any funds whatso- 
ever for any non-public educational 
institution, whether the state uses its 
revenues to that end or not.” 

We, as a National Association,. are 
unalterably opposed to the passage of 
either of these bills in their present 
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IN ITS PRESENT FORM 


form for the following reasons: 

1. It would be a breach in the vital 
principle of “separation of church and 
state.” In a late decision, the Supreme 
Court of the United States declared 
that “the First Amendment has erect- 
ed a wall between church and state. 
That wall must be kept high and im- 
pregnable. We could not approve the 
slightest breach.” “The ‘establishment 
of religion’ clause of the First Amend- 
ment means at least this: ... Neither 
can pass laws which aid one religion, 
aid all religions, or prefer one reli- 
gion over another . . . No tax in any 
amount large or small, can be levied 
to support any religious activities or 
institutions, whatever they may be 
called, or whatever form they may 
adopt to teach or practise religion ... 
In the words of Jefferson, the clause 
against establishment of religion by 
law was intended to erect ‘a wall of 
separation between church and 
state.’” Obviously, the state is to keep 
hands out of religion, and religion is 
to keep hands off the state and, as 
Justice Jackson has said, “to keep bit- 
ter religious controversy out of public 
life by denying to every denomination 
any advantage of getting control of 
public policy or the public purse.” The 
two bills under consideration, S. 199 
and S. 472, accomplish the very ends 
which the First Amendment sought to 
prevent. Justice Jackson has pointed 
out that: “Religious teaching cannot 
be a private affair when the state 
seeks to impose regulations which in- 
fringe on it indirectly, and a public 
affair when it comes to taxing citizens 
of one faith to aid another, or those 
of no faith to aid all.” History has 
shown that it has been the settled pol- 
icy of the Government to make no 
appropriation whatever for education 
in any sectarian school, that money 
taken by taxes from one is not to be 
used or given to support another’s re- 


ligious training or belief, or indeed 
one’s own. 
2. It would aid, encourage, pro- 


mote, sustain, and support the very 
forces which openly advocate the 
abolishment of public schools. The 
Church of Rome continually de- 
nounces the public school system of 
the United States, and Pius IX de- 
clared in substance that education 


outside of the Roman Church was a 
damnable heresy. In his encyclical let- 
ter on Christian Education of Ycuth, 
December 31, 1929, the claim is made 
that education should belong exclu- 
sively to the Roman Church; and the 
rash charge is made that the state in 
the matter of education “violates 
rights conferred by God on the fam- 
ily.” Rev. P. L. Blakely, a Jesuit priest, 
stated in his pamphlet, “May an 
American support the public schools?” 
“Our first duty to the public school is 
not to pay taxes for its maintenance 
... The first duty of every Catholic 
father to the public school is to keep 
his children out of it.” As Pope Pius 
Stated: “We, therefore, confirm our 
previous declarations and sacred can- 
ons forbidding Catholic children 
to attend anti-Catholic, neutral, or 
mixed schools, by the latter being 
opened equally to Catholic and non- 
Catholic.” Monsignor Fulton J. Sheen, 
in speaking against our public schools 
during his broadcast of January 18, 
1942, said, “A system of education 
which ignores, sometimes repudiates, 
religion and morality ... is not worth 
preserving. Let it perish.” We oppose, 
and we should, the Communist on the 
ground that he is loyal to a foreign 
power and openly advocates the over- 
throw of our constitutional govern- 
ment. We shouid also oppose, on this 
ground alone, any aid to a sect which 
is loyal to a foreign power and advo- 
cates the overthrow of our public 
schools. 

3. It is not requisite to guarantee- 
ing the freedom of establishing non- 
public schools. Any organized groups, 
whether Christian or religious, are 
free to establish their own private 
schools in order to propagate their 
teaching, simply by supporting said 
school by their means. If any group is 
not willing to back their beliefs and 
religious convictions by the money 
necessary for establishing a private 
school for educating their children 
along the lines they desire, they cer- 
tainly do not deserve the aid through 
taxes of those who are opposed to 
their beliefs and religious convictions. 
And the depth of their convictions can 
certainly be seriously questioned and 
their beliefs held up for ridicule, if 
they even dared expect those who dif- 
fer from them to help support them in 
propagating their doctrine. Were I a 
Roman, I would certainly oppose these 
bills on this ground alone. It is an in- 
sult to the sincerity of the Roman 
Church to ask non-Romans to aid 
them in broadcasting their doc- 
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trine and fulfilling their purposes in 
education. Has honor no backing 
in Rome? Is belief so superficial? 
Does Rome not trust the merits 
of its own teaching? Is there no con- 
fidence in its innate excellence? Is 
their dependence on God so weak that 
they now must turn to Protestants 
and nonbelievers for sustenance and 
support? To many, the fact that the 
Roman hierarchy supports these bills 
is a public admission of the innate 
weakness and conscious fallacies of 
their position. No church can be 
great if it is dependent on the lar- 
gesse of the state. : 


4. It is another step in “the estab- 
lishment of a religion,” the “first ex- 
periment on our liberties.” John Pym, 
foremost British parliamentarian in 
the seventeenth century, warned the 
English people of his time in a man- 
ner as follows: “The Roman Church 
presses first for a toleration, from 
thence to an equality, from an equal- 
ity to a superiority, and from a superi- 
ority to an extirpation of all con- 
trary religions.” Cur Constitution gave 
them toleration and the practice of 
religious liberty has given them equal- 
ity. They are now pressing from 
equality to a superiority. Through 
more than sixteen state legislatures, 
they have broken away from equality 
by obtaining state aid in transporting 
pupils to their schools. In six states, 
they have obtained the use of public 
funds for free textbooks. The Roman 
nose is already within our democratic 
tent and the passage of either of these 
bills in their present form would be 
the signal for a bitter battle—which 
is needless. It would immediately give 
rise to suspicion of all legislators and 
those in judicial positions at times 
of election, destroying the moderation 
and harmony which the forbearance 
of our laws in reference to religion 
has produced. It, thus, would enervate 
laws in general. To Roman policy- 
makers, state support of their schools 
is only one step toward Roman 
Church control of all Government 
functions, and of the Government it- 
self. 

5. It would aid, encourage, pro- 
mote, sustain, and support a purpose 
which is counter to the basic demo- 
cratic principles of freedom of re- 
ligion and separation of church and 
’ state. Protestants believe that the 
church should faithfully discharge its 
spiritual duties. -ud not attempt to 
control the st *; and the state should 
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faithfully discharge its civil and po- 
litical duties and not attempt to con- 
trol the church. The Church of Rome 
holds that the state should be sub- 
ject to the church, and that the Pope 
should be supreme over all civil rulers. 
Pope Pius X declared: “That it is 
necessary to separate church and 
state is a thesis absolutely false, a 
most pernicious error.” Rev. J. A. Ryan, 
in his book, “The State and the 
Church,” 1922, upholds persecution 
for religious beliefs and even the pro- 
scription of non-Catholics. He says: 
“A Catholic state could tolerate only 
such religious activities as were con- 
fined to members of the dissenting 
group. It could not permit them 
(Protestants, etc.) to carry on a 
general propaganda, nor accord their 
organizations certain privileges that 
had formerly been extended to all 
religious corporations; for example, 
exemption from taxation.” In a late 
contest in Wisconsin, in which free 
bus transportation to parochial school 
pupils was soundly defeated at the 
polls, the Roman Archbishop Kiley 
refused to answer four pertinent 
questions put to him by six Protestant 
leaders of Wisconsin; “To clarify the 
official position of the Roman Church 
on the controversial question of the 
bus issue.” The third question was: 
“What is the official position of the 
Roman Church regarding the use of 
public tax funds for church pur- 
poses?” The fourth question bluntly 
asked: “What assurance can be given 
that other help would not be sought 
or accepted?” The Archbishop’s si- 
lence was eloquent enough for Protes- 
tants to understand that the Roman 
Church would not stop at merely ac- 
cepting free bus rides for its parochial 
school children, but that it would 
continue in its deliberate attempt to 
abolish the principles of freedom of 
religion and separation of church and 
state. Education in Franco Spain and 
other Roman-Church-controlled coun- 
tries, for instance, is regulated by the 
state, which in turn is guided by the 
hand of the church. To encourage 
such a philosophy by supporting it 
with tax funds is against every free- 
dom for which America stands. No 
state can guarantee religious freedom 
which aids any particular sect. Reli- 
gious liberty, by its very words, means 
freedom from interference or support 
by the state. 


6. It would not be the will of the 


majority of our people. There are 
twice as many Protestants as Romans, 
and thrice as many nonbelievers. Why 
should less than one-fifth of our 
population be given such preferential 
treatment in opposition to the tradi- 
tions of our country and _ the 
vast majority of its people? 
I would defend their minority right to 
speak and teach as their conscience 
demands, so long as they do not advo- 
cate the overthrow of our government, 
but I do object to asking those who 
disagree with them to come to their 
financial aid. 

7. Ultimately, it would not further 
either the welfare or freedom of our 
people. Look at the fruits wherever 
legal aid or establishment of any re- 
ligion has been on trial. A colleague 
of mine will develop this at length in 
his testimony as he tells of Holland 
and of Quebec. He could add Spain 
and the South American nations to his 
list. He could show how the Roman 
Church encourages illiteracy and 
could reveal that it stands almost at 
the bottom of the list in its contribu- 
tion to American scholarship and re- 
search. Public funds should not be 
used to accentuate this great lack. 

8. I do not believe that you have 
the authority to take away the right 
which I, as a Protestant, have under 
our Constitution to the “free exercise 
of my Christian faith according to the 
dictates of my conscience.” It would 
no longer be “free” if I were compelled 
through taxes to support some cult or 
sect with which I did not agree. If you 
have the authority to take away one 
of my rights, then you must have the 
authority to take away any other 
right which I possess under the Con- 
stitution. I, therefore, question your 
authority in this matter. If the peo- 
ple desire to surrender any of their 
rights, it is for them to say so. If the 
people desire to surrender the right 
to “the free exercise of their religion 
according to the dictates of their con- 
science,” it is for them to say so. In 
Wisconsin, lately, they said, “No!” to 
the suggestion that taxpayers aid in 
the transportation of pupils to non- 
public schools. 

9. It would be immoral. The pro- 
vision to circumvent the state con- 
stitutions which would oppose such 
grants, is as unwise as it is immoral. 
When did it become the duty of Con- 
gress to encourage the breaking of the 
Constitution or law of a sovereign 
state? to deliberately by-pass the ex-

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United Evangelical Action --- 
Hitherto and Henceforth 


Of course, Christianity was brought 
to the American continent by the 
waves of immigration from Europe, 
particularly northern Europe and 
Britain, in the seventeenth and eight- 
eenth centuries. There was much 
formalism, even in the more evan- 
gelical groups, such as the Puritans. 
The fruit of this formalism appeared 
as early as the latter half of the 
seventeenth century. In 1702, Increase 
Mather published a book entitled, 
“The Glory Departed from New Eng- 
land,” in which he spoke of the glory 
of the early churches in New England 
fifty years before, and described the 
“sad decay and diminution of that 
glory.” A little later, Jonathan Ed- 
wards described conditions prevailing 
in Northampton, Mass., in terms of 
“licentiousness,” “lewd practices,” and 
“a breakdown of family government.” 
Then came the Great Awakening with 
Edwards, Whitefield, and John Wesley 
as the outstanding preachers. It was 
concurrent with the evangelical re- 
vival in Britain, which, in the opinion 
of some historians, saved Britain from 
an experience similar to the French 
Revolution, and certainly changed the 
course of all human history. Out of 
it the Methodist Church was born, 
and the evangelical churches of 
America, such as the Methodist, Pres- 
byterian, Baptist, and Congregational, 
were given their greatest forward im- 
petus. 

The people who do know their God 
were increasing in number. To quote 
Dr. Latourette again: 

The earliest series of revivals which 
blended into the Great Awakening arose out 
of the labor of Theodorus Jacobus Freling- 
huysen in New Jersey. Frelinghuysen was of 
German birth, but of Dutch training. In 
1720, in response to a request of the Dutch 
Reformed, he came as pastor to the Raritan 
valley. He preached with great force the 
necessity of thorough-going conversion. Un- 
der him, revival soon began in the valley 
and spread to other places... . 

Quite independently, in 1734, a revival 
broke out at Northampton, Mass., through 
the preaching of one of the great minds of 
the century, Jonathan Edwards . . . the great 
awakening was augmented throughout the 


colonies by the preaching of George White- 
field. He first visited America in 1740. He 
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came on additional visits in 1744, ‘54, and 
‘70. The Great Awakening was not con- 
fined to any one branch of the church, or 
to any single age group. The leading spirits 
were from the New England Congregational- 
ists, the Dutch Reformed, and the Presby- 
terians. Whitefield was a clergyman of the 
Church of England. It greatly stimulated the 
spread of the Baptists, for the insistence of 
the revival upon a conscious and transform- 
ing experience as a prerequisite to church 
membership was akin to what Baptists had 
historically advocated. It also led to the 
growth of other denominations. 


The Great Awakening helped to give the 
Christianity of the later United States one 
of its most characteristic features, revivals, 
waves of religious fervor through which 
thousands were led to an active profession 
of the Christian faith. It was largely—al- 
though by no means entirely—by revivals 
that Christianity spread in the latter part of 
the colonial period and through the nine- 
teenth century. Revivals were akin to the 
mass movements by which so much of the 
spread of Christianity had taken place in 
other lands. The Great Awakening, too, 
brought marked moral changes. It de- 
nounced most of the gamut of practices 
which to the Christian are sins and led many 
to abandon them. Out of it came an impulse 
for more schools. It was one of the forces 
making for democracy. (Vol. III, Pages 215, 
216.) 

After the Great Awakening of the 
early eighteenth century, which 
brought the church membership of 


the thirteen colonies up to 20 per 


cent of the population, when in 1700 
it had only been 5 per cent, there 
was a great decline in religion in 
America. Two main influences brought 
this about: The Revolutionary War, 
which preoccupied the common peo- 
ple and made church attendance 
small; and the influx of French 
deism, which captured practically all 
the faculty members of the leading 
colleges. Lyman Beecher was a stu- 
dent at Yale in 1795. His reminis- 
cences are quoted in “The Story of 
Religions in America,” by Dr. W. W. 
Sweet as follows: 

The college was in a most ungodly state. 
The college church was almost extinct. Most 
of the students were skeptical and rowdies 
were plenty. Wine and liquors were kept in 


many rooms; intemperance, profanity, 
gambling, and licentiousness were common. 


In C. E. Cunningham’s biography 
of Timothy Dwight, it is stated that 
in 1795, when he came to Yale as 
president, there were only two stu- 
dents who would confess that they 
believed in God. Although Princeton 
was professedly a Presbyterian school, 
Dr. Sweet reports that in 1782 there 
were only two students who professed 
to be Christians in the student body. 
Timothy Dwight was the grandson of 
Jonathan Edwards. His strong chapel 
sermons, in which he answered the 
arguments of the deists, resulted fi- 
nally in a real revival in that influ- 
ential school. 


Other colleges in the East, such as Wil- 
liams, Amherst, and Dartmouth, enjoyed 
similar seasons of revival during the first 
three decades of the nineteenth century. The 
rank and file of the population was blessed 
by the local revivals which began in the East 
in. 1791. The college groups were trans- 
formed by the awakening which began in 
Yale in 1802. Infidelity had been routed and 
Christianity was militant and triumphant. 
The growth in church membership continued 
to outstrip the growth of the population dur- 
ing these four decades, from 5 per cent in 
1790 to 32.3 per cent in 1830 (Muncy, 
History of Evangelism in the Uni 1 States, 
pages 81, 82.)

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tendom. “After a steady gain of 
church membership from 5 per cent 
of the total population in 1790, to 
22.5 per cent in 1860, there was a 
recession to 17.5 per cent in 1870.” 
Dr. Muncy further says: 

To the mind of the average American of 
the post-war era evangelism and revival 
meetings were synonymous. The effective- 
ness of this method appears in the fact 
that in the 70 years prior to the Civil 
War, the membership of the churches had 
increased from 5 per cent of the population 
to 22.7 per cent. When the war was over 
and the people had reflected upon it, there 
came to many serious-minded people a con- 
viction for sin. The distress of the post-war 
era also led men to seek God. Under these 
conditions, it was natural that the revival 
method in evangelism should come into a 
new day of prominence and power. For such 
a tifme as this God raised up Dwight Lyman 
Moody who was to be the apostle of mass 
evangelism for two generations. 

Just as Charles G. Finney had been 
the outstanding evangelist of the pre- 
war period, Dwight L. Moody was 
of the post-war period. His work was 
carried on by his former associates 
and successors, J. Wilbur Chapman 
and R. A. Torrey. Their ministry pre- 
pared the way for William A. Sunday 
and many other effective evangelists 
who were associated with him or who 
arose at about that time. 

By 1910, the church membership 
ratio to the population of the United 
States was 34.3 per cent. The great 
mass evangelistic meetings of the lat- 
ter part of the nineteenth century 
had greatly increased the member- 
ship of the Methodist, Presbyte-ian, 
and Baptist churches. These churches 
were also beginning to feel their 
power as a force in national life, and 
they were becoming very proud of 
their prestige. What might be termed 
“the institutional instinct” was re- 
sulting in the building of these de- 
nominations into strong institutions 
with well-organized boards and so- 
cieties for home and foreign missions 
and the education of their young peo- 
ple, especially their ministers and 
missionaries. At about this time, Ger- 
man rationalism was beginning to 
make its greatest impact upon the 
faculties of American universities, be- 
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cause in the latter part of the nine- 
teenth century, the German univer- 
sities were recognized as the world’s 
best and American institutions sent 
their postgraduate students to Ger- 
many to prepare for teaching positions 
on American faculties. The ready ac- 
ceptance of the Darwinian theory by 
German rationalists and the tremen- 
dous influence of the continental 
schools upon American faculties, 
coupled with the zeal for raising the 
educational standards of church-re- 
lated educational institutions, made 
it very easy for modernism to capture 
the educational institutions which 
were born in the great evangelical 
revivals of the nineteenth century. 
Thus, in less than fifty years, a col- 
lege like Oberlin, which was founded 
by Finney to indoctrinate young peo- 
ple in the great evangelical truths, 
became one of the centers of modern- 
istic influence. This whole story is 
well. told and factually presented in 
Ernest Gordon’s “The Leaven of the 
Sadducees.” 


The churches in the larger denom- 
inations became, under the leader- 
ship of pastors graduated from the 
schools and seminaries under mod- 
ernistic influence, very critical of the 
evangelical revivalistic methods of a 
former generation. This resulted in 
the rise of many new evangelistic 
groups, some of them beginning as 





fellowships within the denominations, 
like the Christian and Missionary Al- 
liance, and others being open breaks 
with a parent denomination. Many 
of these newer groups emphasized the 
power and work of the Holy Spirit, 
such as the Pentecostal group. All of 
this was another manifestation of 
that evangelical passion which mo- 
tivated the Wesleys, Whitefield, Ed- 
wards, Frelinghuysen, Peter Cartright, 
Finney, Moody, and the other evan- 
gelists. 

Evangelicals, as those who know 
their God, are never content to be 
merely steadfast in their devotion to 
the truth as they have found it in 
Jesus Christ. They must take action. 
This action always meets with oppo- 
sition on the part of those who wish 
to maintain religion on a naturalistic 
basis as merely one of the beneficial 
institutions of community life. The 
natural man hates the doctrine of 
the necessity of the new birth. He 
wants to be religious without being 
regenerate. 

From that time on, evangelicalism 
has tended to build its own institu- 
tions, and although, as we have noted 
above, they have often, in the few 
short years, been taken away from 
them, evangelicalism has become self- 
sufficient in this regard. The newer 
religious bodies are building strong 
educational institutions. Then, in 
some of the older and larger bodies, 
there have been movements to estab- 
lish new educational institutions 
which are evangelical, to compete 
with the older institutions which have 
become modernistic. These, together 
with the conservative evangelical col- 
leges of the thoroughly orthodox and 
evangelical denominations, make it 
unnecessary for evangelicals to at- 
tempt to reform the older institutions 
which have departed from the faith. 

Now, modern evangelicals are faced 
with a situation their fathers met 
only in Romanism. We still have 
Romanism, but we have a new ecu- 
menical movement to challenze us. 
I speak of the ecumenical movement 
as a threat because the history of 
Christendom proves conclusively that 
whenever’ Christianity has been or- 
ganized into one fixed form, recog- 
nizing its own organization, and none 
other, as the one true and holy 
catholic church, the one distinguish- 
ing doctrine of evangelicalism, that 
is, the necessity for the new birth, 
has been eclipsed, and those who have 
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proclaimed it have been persecuted. 
This has been true even in communi- 
ties which were not dominated by 
Roman Catholicism, as, for example, 
England in the later eighteenth cen- 
tury. Although John Wesley preached 
none other than the doctrines of the 
Church of England as they were set 
forth in the thirty-nine Articles and 
the Apostles’ Creed, because of his 
insistence upon salvation’ for the in- 
dividual, he was denied for the most 
part the use of Church of England 
buildings, and was forced to establish 
so-called preaching halls all over the 
land. Since the Church of England 
was the established church of the 
Government, it was not long until 
someone invoked the law that any 
meeting held for worship must have 
the license of the Government. In or- 
der to get such a license, Wesley’s 
preaching halls had to be recognized 
as dissenting churches, and, thus, his 
followers were forced to break with 
the Church of England, of which they 
really wished to be members. 

There is a cycle in religious devel- 
opment which seems to proceed about 
as follows: A great wave of spiritual 
power sweeps many into the church. 
Their enthusiasm for the things of 
the Lord inspires them to build great 
institutions, such as churches and 
schools. Soon, the institutions are 
more important in themselves than 
the cause which has brought them 
into being. Leaders become more in- 
terested in maintaining their leader- 
ship than in advancing the cause. 
Forms of worship, educational pro- 
cesses, and administrative procedure, 
instead of being a means to an end, 
become an end in themselves. Abuses 
of powers and privileges become com- 
mon. A reaction sets in to these 
abuses. New leaders arise. Imbued 
with what they believe to be the orig- 
inal doctrines of the movement, they 
disregard the well-established institu- 
tions and procedures in order to at- 
tain more quickly and efficiently the 
original objective of the movement. 
This gives rise to tension between 
those who want to maintain the 
status quo of the institution and 
those who insist upon reaching the 
masses with the gospel. 

Herein is the explanation of the 
terrific opposition Luther and the 
other reformers met in their reforma- 
tion efforts. Here is the explanation 
of the opposition John Wesley met in 
the Church of England, in spite of the 
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fact that he professed to be a loyal 
member of that church until his dying 
day. Wesley was calling the church 
back to her original mission, but her 
bishops were more interested in main- 
taining their comfortable status quo. 
This lack of response to any revi.ali- 
zation of the church made inevitable 
the crystallization of Methodism into 
a church. 

Those evangelical Church of Eng- 
land ministers who refused to go with 
the Methodists, but carried on their 
work within the church, were opposed 
in every possible manner. One of 
their greatest in London, Romaine, 
was never appointed to a parish, but 
had to do his preaching on special 
lecture shifts, or as the guest preacher 
of some regularly appointed priest, 
until at last a parish which had the 
right of electing their own rector 
called him. Others had their church 
doors locked against them. Still others 
had to hold their services with the 
people standing in the aisles, because 
the pew doors were locked. The 
preachers of the Great Awakening in 
America met with the same resistance 
in the churches, and on the part of 
the higher officials of the denomina- 
tion. Frelinghuysen was followed to 
America by a younger reformed min- 
ister appointed by the church, whose 
business it was to undermine Fre- 
linghuysen’s influence with people 
generally, because he insisted upon 
a thorough-going conversion of the 
individual. 

Christianity crystallized into strong 
institutions tends to become enam- 
ored of its own fruitage in a higher 
type of civilization. Those who are 
benefited by the results of the new 
birth soon seem to forget the secret 
of their blessings and attempt to 
maintain and increase the benefits 
of regeneration by education and 
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legislation. They think of the gospel 
merely aS a means to a social or 
ethical end. We rejoice that ethical 
levels are raised by the gospel, that 
society is improved by the gospel; but 
we evangelicals do not preach the 
gospel merely to raise ethical levels 
or to better society. We are glad to 
know our gospel tends to make this 
a better world in which to live, but 
that is a by-product. The aim of the 
gospel is to produce a saved people 
who are pilgrims and strangers here, 
bound for the best of worlds. We 
preach the gospel because it is true, 
because it is God’s Word, the power 
of God unto salvation for everyone 
that believeth. 

In this difference of attitude to- 
ward the ultimate purpose of the gos- 
pel is to be found the essential dif- 
ference between evangelical and non- 
evangelical Christians. In evaluating 
a recent evangelical missionary rally, 
a non-evangelical said, “There was 
no basic awareness of or concern for 
people as people—they were only 
souls to be saved.” This, from an of- 
ficial of a missionary organization! 

The ecumenical movement of our 
day is the outgrowth of the confer- 
ences on faith, order, and missionary 
co-operation, beginning in Edinburgh 
in 1910, and the Universal Christian 
Council of Life and Work, beginning 
in Stockholm in 1925. Its idealistic 
basis is found in the desire to fulfill 
the prayer of our Lord in John 17, 
“that they all may be one.” But its 
practical effect is to set up a world 
monopoly of Christian organization 
and influence. The leaders in this 
ecumenical movement are almost en- 
tirely from churches with either a 
sacerdotal viewpoint or a modernist 
viewpoint. They intend that the 
World Council of Churches shall be a 
super-church, as Dr. James DeForest 
Murch has pointed out in his series 
of articles on “Christian Co-oper- 
ation” in UEA magazine. Dr. Murch 
has warned us that the WCC will not 
be strictly evangelical; that it will not 
be strictly Protestant; that it does in- 
tend to be a super-church, and that 
it will be a political pressure group. 
He has quoted from a European Reli- 
gious Press Release of April 1, 1946, 
the statement: “That a supreme 
council of the churches will be estab- 
lished definitely with its parliament 
and its government; this council will 
exercise over each church a recog-

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THE CHURCH OF GOD IN THE 
VIRGIN ISLANDS 

On February 25, 1946, we arrived by 
plane at the airport of St. Thomas, 
Virgin Islands. After going through 
the usual procedure in the customs 
office, we boarded a taxi and were 
soon wending our way over the nar- 
row, winding road that led to the 
quaint, picturesque town of Charlotte 
Amalie, which is the capital of the 
Virgin Islands. The town is a roman- 
tic old settlement with heavy-walled 
dwellings and store houses, and 
flower-garlanded gateways, overlook- 
ing a beautiful harbor. 

The Virgin Islands, which are three 
in number; namely, St. Thomas, St. 
John, and St. Croix, were purchased 
by the United States from Denmark 
in March, 1917. These islands are of 
great value for military purposes, be- 
cause of their geographical location, 
and served as naval, air, and sub- 
marine bases in World War II. In by- 
gone days, they were favorite places 
for pirates and places of grief for 
their pursuers. The main avenue in 
Charlotte Amalie has resounded to 
the marital tread of the soldiers of 
many nations; it has been a busy 
mart where once money moved by 
wheelbarrow and pirates stalked un- 
challenged while they traded their 
ill-gotten wealth for the necessities 
of life. 

There are no rivers or lakes on 
these islands, so water must be caught 
from roofs and stored in tanks or 
cisterns. Since the rainfall isn’t heavy 
and many of the cisterns are very 
small, it is a common thing for some- 
one to beg for a bucket of water. 

The population is made up of Ne- 
groes, Frenchmen, and Spaniards 
from Puerto Rico. 

The Island of St. Thomas, -where 
we are living, lies 1,442 miles from 
New York by sea, and both the At- 
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lantic Ocean and the Caribbean Sea 
wash its shores. 

Within a few hours after our ar- 
rival here, we started on our great 
task of establishing the Church of 
God. It is needless to say that we 
found many difficulties and had 
many problems to face. Our major 
problem was that there were no build- 
ings for sale or rent. 


Our first Sunday morning here we 
decided to attend services at the Pil- 
grim Holiness Church where about 
eight or ten people had gathered for 
worship. This small congregation did 
not have a pastor for over three years, 
but the sister in charge gave us a 
warm.welcome and asked us to speak 
at the evening service. At the close 
of the morning service, the little 
group gathered around us and said 
they believed we had come in answer 
to prayer. The clerk of the church 
told us of her mother, who is blind 
and not able to attend services, hav- 
ing a vision. In her. vision she saw 
a white missionary, his wife, and little 
boy coming there to preach, and told 
her daughter they would be there that 
morning. So when the daughter ar- 
rived, she found us there just as her 
mother had described us in her vision. 
We preached at this church for some 
time and had good fellowship with 
the saints, but seemingly did not 
reach many people. 


We contacted the adjutant of the 
Salvation Army and made arrange- 
ments to preach there about four 
nights a week. The results here were 
not much better, so after about three 
weeks we decided to hold street serv- 
ices, which proved a great blessing. 
This was almost a new experience to 
us, but we had no alternative. At first, 
we sang songs that were familiar to 
us, but found they were unfamiliar 
to the natives, so the three of us had 
to sing alone.. Upon inquiring, we 


found out the type of hymns they 
were used to singing. From here on 
our street work was much easier and 
more enjoyable as the natives would 
help us sing with zest and fervor. 

Although we could reach more peo- 
ple on the street corner, the little 
group at the Pilgrim Holiness Church 
insisted that we preach for them on 
Sunday night. Somehow, God held us 
to these folks and they often ex- 
pressed their desire for us to be their 
pastor. We said that God would have 
to work a miracle before this could 
come to pass, because of denomi- 
national barriers. 

Later, we contacted their superin- 
tendent, who was pastoring a church 
on another island, and asked him if 
their organization was interested in 
selling the church. I asked him this 
same question on different occasions, 
but his answer was always “No.” 
Furthermore, he thought it best that 
we did not preach there since we be- 
lieved in the Pentecostal Baptism, so 
we started having services in our 
home. We were having Bible studies 
and also had a small Sunday School. 
After our crowds increased, we were 
given notice by our landlady to stop 
the services. This was a great blow 
to us and we felt that we had come 
to our wit’s end, as it seemed im- 
possible to get a building. 

After spending much time in prayer, 
knowing our God specializes in things 
thought impossible, a Methodist lady, 
who had a large hall furnished with 
chairs and a piano, told us we could 
have her hall for one month to con- 
duct a revival. God greatly blessed in 
this revival and many souls were 
saved. Instead of staying one month, 
we stayed almost eight months, rent 
free. This hall would rent for at least 
fifty dollars a month. Although this 
lady was very generous to us, she 
made it plain that she would like to 
have her building by the first of the 
year. 

Since the Pilgrim Holiness organi- 
zation did not send a pastor here, 
wé decided to write to their General 
Missions Secretary to see if they were 
interested in selling their church 
property here. In a few weeks we re- 
ceived a letter stating that they were 
interested and that we should contact 
their field superintendent, who had 
the full authority to transact all the 
business. It was about two months be- 
fore the transaction was completed,

in deep waters. Matt. 8:32. 

Entering a woman, the devil brought 
deformity. Luke 13:11. Blindness and 
deafness, are the works of the devil, 
and occur frequently, but the devil in 
the hearts of men is, above all, the 
most tragic, because he hides all the 
more, putting on a false front, a reli- 
gious front, if you please, and so, “Woe 
unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypo- 
crites! for ye make clean the outside 
of the cup and ofthe platter, but 
within they are full of extortion and 
excess . . . whited sepulchres, which 
appear beautiful outward, but are 
within full of dead men’s bones, and 
of all uncleanness. 

“EVEN SO 

“Ye also outwardly appear righteous 
unto men, but within ye are full of 
hypocrisy and iniquity ... ye gener- 
ation of vipers, how can ye escape 
the damnation of hell?” Matthew 23. 
And it reads, 

“WOE UNTO YOU, 

“For ye compass sea and land to 
make one proselyte, and when he is 
made ye make him TWOFOLD more 
the child of hell.” Blind guides, headed 
for the ditch. It has been said, “Where 
the dollar rules the pulpit, the devil 
rules the pew.” And we read in Rev. 
3:9 something about the devil in the 
Synagogue, and that is bad enough. 
It is a sad thing to see so many 
devil bound. The jails are full; oth- 
er institutions are all full, too. Sui- 
cides, there are far too many; also di- 
vorces. The devil is working overtime. 
Millions are bound by heathen super- 
stition, shame, and sin. But the devil 
in the hearts of smart men, religious 
men, is the world’s greatest tragedy. 
“The heart is deceitful above all 
things, and desperately wicked: who 
can know it?” Jer. 17:9. The heart is 
the devil’s stronghold, his greatest 
field of activity. From this incarnation 
the devil fires his volley of sin from 
the heart that has rented out to Sa- 
tan. Out of this workshop the devil 
discharges his missiles of Satanic 
origin. It is the heart that needs to be 
surrendered to God, that God’s holy 
Son might rule in peace and love, and 
make it the field of Christlike activity.

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nized authority.” Just exactly what 
this will mean to  Bible-believing 
evangelicals who wish to be free to 
preach the distinctive doctrines of 
evangelism, including the necessity of 
the new birth, is exemplified in what 
is already happening in the United 
States where local Councils of 
Churches are arrogating to them- 
selves the prerogative of an estab- 
lished church. For example, the man- 
ager of a Government housing proj- 
ect in the State of Kansas, who was 
working in close co-operation with 
the local Council of Churches, in- 
formed the Superintendent of Mis- 
sions of the local Baptist Association 
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that he could not establish a mission 
in this Government housing project 
because he did not have the permis- 
sion of the local Council of Churches. 
It was months after the Baptist mis- 
Ssionary had filed a formal protest 
with the Government, before permis- 
sion was received to hold Baptist serv- 
ices in this particular village, in spite 
of the fact that a canvass of the vil- 
lage revealed a large number of Bap- 
tists living there. Now we are in- 
formed that local Councils of Churches 
are working with the Planning Com- 
missions of various cities in planning 
the development of new areas of the 
city, and are designating the location 
of new churches in those areas. The 
Council of Churches assumes that 
building permits will be issued only 
to those churches which meet with 
their approval. 


To counteract ail of this, it is easy 
to come to the conclusion that evan- 
gelicals need to organize in self- 
defense. That they need to do, but that 
alone will not solve the problem. 
There is another more positive action 
which they must take. This action is 
suggested by the history of the prog- 
ress of Christianity in our country, 
which we have tried to trace briefly 
in this address. Successive revivals at 
approximately half-century intervals 
have carried evangelical Christianity 
to high tide. Such a revival is now 
beginning. It may be said that it is 
now upon us. Evangelicals must rec- 
ognize, encourage, yes, in the light 
of one of the greatest revivalists’ dic- 
tum, that revival is brought about by 
the right use of human means, I will 
say evangelicals must “promote” this 
revival. 


It is a little difficult for us to de- 
scribe this revival in precise terms, 
because it is contemporary. The 
historian will be better able to de- 
scribe it, to trace it to its sources, and 
to evaluate it, but we must become 
aware of it. We must appropriate it 
and co-operate with it as the western 
farmer appropriates the precious flow 
of irrigation water when it rises in the 
main ditch. He opens the headgates 
that let the water flow into his own 
fields. We can open the headgates 
and we can do more. We can so co- 
operate with one another and the 
Spirit of God that the revival will 
increase in scope and power. 

There is gond evidence that the 
NAE is the product of this revival, 
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and there is reason to believe this 
association shall be used of God to 
promote the revival.

pressed will of its people? 
CONCLUSION 

In conclusion, let me say that we 
are deeply in earnest about this mat- 
ter. We feel that it is extremely vital 
to the future of America. “The pres- 
ent day,” Metternich was wont to say, 
“has no value for me except as the 
eve of tomorrow; it is with tomorrow 
that my spirit wrestles.” Disregard 
of today can have no place in the af- 
fairs of a democracy. But disregard 
of tomorrow is scarcely less danger- 
ous. We Protestants feel that history 
shows we are responsible for our pres- 
ent, magnificent public-school system 
of education. If Romans, instead of 
Protestants, had done the building, 
where would it be today? And now it 
is suggested that a new principle be 
introduced, a principle that is counter 
to American tradition and Protestant 
belief, a principle that will undermine 
all that the years have accomplished. 

The Roman hierarchy (I do not 
call them “Catholic” because they are 
not Catholic in the true sense of the 
word—it is an Italian, a Roman 
Church) will undoubtedly claim that 
to fail to grant them aid is “discrimi- 
nation.” This is deliberately exploiting 
a noble sentiment of the American 
people. Discrimination is to exclude 
some from the benefits which democ- 
racy guarantees to all. The hierarchy 
discriminates against democratic, free 
education when it demands that Ro- 
man children be kept out of public 
schools. “It is contrary to reason and 
to fact to assert that the maintenance 
of public schools only from public 
funds is discrimination against private 
schools, whether secular or religious.” 
The Roman has the same right as the 
non-Roman in the public schools. 

If you pass either of these bills in 
their present form, I do admit that 
there would be three beneficial re- 
sults: 

(1) It would arouse, or at least 
awaken, the Protestants of America, 
because they know that liberty is 
threatened when the hand of the 
fascist, intolerant, and tyrannical Ro- 
man Church is strengthened. 

(2) It would compel the populace 


to question the wisdom of turning to 
Washington for aid. The principle of 
States’ rights would get a healthy air- 
ing. 

(3) It would bring to pass a whole- 
some public review and evaluation of 
the doctrine of separation of church 
and state. 

Pass either of these bills in their 
present form and you will give birth 
to another intensive struggle for true 
religious freedom similar to that 
great struggle fought by Madison and 
Jefferson in the years 1779 through 
1786. The battle lines are already be- 
ing drawn because of the Supreme 
Court’s late decision. I must confess 
that in the light of that decision 
classifying as “public welfare legis- 
lation” the permission to use tax 
monies to pay for bus transportation 
to non-public schools, I see no reason 
why these also could not be supported 
by tax monies: books, libraries, fel- 
lowships, scholarships, visual aids, 
health examinations, transportation 
on Sunday also, and even unordained 
teachers’ salaries on the basis of the 
proportion they teach secular and not 
religious subjects. This begs the ques- 
tion, subverts the purpose of the First 
Amendment, and destroys true sepa- 
ration of church and state. It is in- 
admissible in the light of history of 
the First Amendment. 

We beg you, as a committee, to 
hearken unto our remonstrance and 
refuse to report out any bill that gives 
any aid to non-public schools. Protes- 
tants have many private schools but 
we refuse to ask for any governmental 
aid. To establish the precedent of 
making a vital change in principle 
now without the authority of the peo- 
ple expressed in the manner outlined 
by the Constitution, may seem ex- 
pedient now but it may torment us 
on many a tomorrow. “Where there 
is no vision the people perish.”
